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This is a decision in response to the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed October 4, 2004, to 
revive the above-identified application. 

The petition is dismissed because it lacks the required petition fee pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 7(m). 

Effective October 1, 2004, the small entity fee for a petition to revive an unintentionally 
abandoned application was increased to $685. Using a Certificate of Mailing or Transmission 
dated October 1, 2004, petitioner submitted a partial petition fee payment in the form of a check 
for $665.
